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A  NUMISMATIC 
SALUTE  TO 
CANADA 


Canada  is  playing  host  to  a  world 
rendezvous  of  70  nations  and  20  mil¬ 
lion  visitors  during  a  six  months  cele¬ 
bration  of  that  country’s  Centennial 
of  Confederation.  A  gigantic  exposi¬ 
tion  -  EXPO  67  -  is  being  staged  in 
Montreal,  which  opened  in  April  and 
will  continue  until  October,  in  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  100th  birthday  of  our 
northern  neighbor. 

On  July  1,  1867,  Confederation 
brought  into  being  the  new  and  self- 
governing  Dominion  of  Canada  com¬ 
prised  initially  of  the  provinces  of 
Ontario,  Quebec,  New  Brunswick  and 
Nova  Scotia.  Today  Canada  is  made 
up  of  ten  provinces,  two  northern  ter¬ 
ritories  and  acts  as  an  independent 
sovereign  state. 

CENTENNIAL  COINAGE 

To  commemorate  the  national 
birthday,  Canada  issued  a  special 
coinage  design  for  1967,  the  first 
change  since  1937.  The  reverses  of 
the  1,  5.  10,  25,  50  cents  and  $1.00 
coins  show  a  gallery  of  wild  animals, 
birds  and  fish.  The  obverse  design 
showing  Queen  Elizabeth  II  was  not 
changed  from  previous  years.  Alex 
Colville,  a  noted  Canadian  artist,  was 
designer  for  the  reverse  changes. 

The  dollar  depicts  a  goose  in 
flight;  the  fifty  cent  piece,  a  wolf; 
twenty -five  cent  piece,  a  wildcat;  ten 
cents,  a  mackeral;  five  cents,  a  rab¬ 
bit;  and  on*1  cent,  a  dove.  All  bear 
the  denomination  and  “Canada 
1967-1967." 

It  is  rumored  that  if  the  new  re¬ 


verse  design  is  popular  with  Cana¬ 
dians,  it  will  be  continued  in  1968. 

$20  GOLD  PIECE 

To  enchance  the  new  1967  coinage, 
a  $20  gold  piece  was  minted  —  but 
United  States  collectors  are  forbid¬ 
den,  under  rulings  of  the  Office  of 
Gold  and  Silver  Operations,  to  legal¬ 
ly  possess  this  coin. 

The  obverse  shows  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  II  and  reverse  carries  Canada’s 
coat  of  arms  The  gold  piece  repre¬ 
sents  the  first  commemorative  gold 
coin  to  be  issued  by  Canada  and  the 
Dominion’s  first  gold  coin  of  any  kind 
since  1914.  The  coin  is  available  in 
proof  condition  only  and  was  added 
to  the  Centennial  specimen  sets  from 
the  mint. 

CURRENCY 

Canada  did  not  ignore  its  paper 
money  design  either  during  this  gr  eat 
year  -  the  Bank  of  Canada  has  re¬ 
leased  a  special  $1  banknote.  The 
Centennial  emblem  was  added  to  the 
face  of  the  note  along  with  changes 
in  wording  around  the  border  on  both 
sides.  A  special  serial  number  1867- 
1967  was  used  on  a  quantity  of  the 
notes  with  the  collector  and  souvenir 
hunter  in  mind.  Regularly  serialled 
notes  were  also  issued  for  circulation. 

MEDALLIONS,  TOKENS 

A  medallion  of  sterling  silver  1 V? 
inches  in  diameter  was  added  to  the 
list  of  official  Canadian  centennial 
releases.  It  bears  the  Centennial  sym-

Before  concluding  our  series  on 
mints  of  the  United  States,  it  might 
be  appropriate  to  digress  long 
enough  to  take  a  look  at  the  Royal 
Canadian  mint  at  Ottawa,  that  na¬ 
tion’s  capital.  With  vacation  time 
upon  us,  some  may  be  planning  a 
visit  to  Expo  '67  in  Montreal  or  to 
some  other  spot  in  Canada. 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  offers 
the  coin  collector  his  best  chance  of 
seeing  coin  production  at  close  range. 
And  the  entire  family  can  enjoy  tour¬ 
ing  Ottawa,  which  has  to  rate  on  a 
par  with  Washington,  D.  C.,  the 
Grand  Canyon,  and  other  such  top 
attractions. 

From  a  distance,  the  mint  building 
looks  like  a  fairv  castle,  complete 
with  turrets.  Securitv  precautions  at 
the  mint  are  strict,  of  course.  A 
guardhouse  and  iron  bars  protect  the 
entrance,  as  do  armed  guards.  You 
fill  out  a  form  and  are  told  that  you 
must  return  it  upon  leaving.  One 
imagines  the  furor  that  would  ensue 
at  the  end  of  the  day  if  die  number 
of  persons  checking  out  did  not  equal 
the  number  checked  in!  The  main 
building  is  a  short  walk  away.  While 
waiting  for  a  guide,  you  can  examine 
a  number  of  things  on  exhibit:  Med¬ 
als,  coins,  a  gold  bar  and  a  produc¬ 
tion  series  of  ingot,  rough  sCrip, 
smoother  strip,  strip  with  blanks 
punched  out,  and  blank  planehets. 

Following  a  guide  as  the  member 
of  a  small  group,  you  cross  a  court 
yard  where  copper  ingots  are  stacked 
like  so  much  cord  wood.  In  the  mint. 


a  white  strip  is  painted  on  the  floor 
and  you  are  requested  to  stay  behind 
it,  but  you  are  taken  right  through 
the  operation  and  get  a  wonderful, 
close-up  view. 

The  first  machine  you  see  is 
stamping  blanks  for  silver  dollars 
from  a  long,  narrow  strip  in  the  form 
of  a  roll  so  dark  looking  from  tarnish 
that  you  don’t  recognize  it  as  silver. 
Next  is  the  upsetting,  which  puts  a 
raised  edge  on  the  planehets.  They 
are  annealed  -  heated  almost  until 
red  hot  and  allowed  to  cool.  Tumb¬ 
ling  in  an  ammonia  solution  elimin¬ 
ates  that  dark  color  and  produces  the 
brightness  we  associate  with  new 
coins. 

Standing  in  the  wide  doorway  of 
the  coining  room,  you  can  see  the 
presses,  mounted  on  strong  springs, 
producing  small  coins  at  the  rate  of 
175  per  minute  and  larger  coins  at 
130  per  minute.  Planehets  are  placed 
in  a  long  tray,  inspected,  and  then  put 
into  a  hopper  from  which  gravity 
brings  them  down  into  the  press  for 
striking.  They  then  fall  into  an  alum¬ 
inum  sauce  pan.  Yes,  strangely 
enough,  that  common  kitchen  utensil 


Roval  Canadian  Mint 
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is  used  extensively. 

As  part  of  the  quality  control  pro¬ 
cess,  the  coins  are  individually  weigh¬ 
ed.  If  the  weight  is  correct,  the  coin 
falls  into  one  box,  if  too  light  it  falls 
into  another  box,  and  if  too  heavy  into 
still  another.  The  25-eent  piece,  for 
example,  should  weigh  90  grains  and 
coins  not  meeting  a  three-grain  tol¬ 
erance  are  rejected. 

Coins  acceptable  to  this  point  are 
placed  in  a  hopper  from  which  they 
feed  onto  a  belt  which  carries  them 
under  a  brush  so  that  none  are  on 
top  of  others.  The  belt  carries  them 
past  one  man  who  checks  one  side 
of  the  coins,  then  it  turns  them  over 
and  takes  them  under  the  scrutiny  of 
another  man  who  examines  the  other 
side. 

The  next  stop  is  still  another  hop¬ 
per  which  feeds  them  into  a  machine 
that  counts  them  twice  at  the  rate 
of  2,000  every  45  second.  The  mach¬ 
ine  cuts  off  after  every  1,000  coins. 
The  counters,  similar  to  those  on 
printing  presses,  show  the  number 
just  as  an  automobile  speedometer 
shows  the  total  number  of  miles  the 
car  has  been  driven. 

After  a  bag  is  filled  (the  cent  bag 
contains  6,000  coins  rather  than 
5.000)  it  is  secured  with  a  lead  seal 
which  bears  the  imprint  of  the  mint. 
The  bags  are  not  sewn  as  in  the  case 
of  U.  S.  bags.  As  a  final  step,  the 
bags  are  weighed  on  a  very  sensitive 
scale  as  a  last  check  on  the  quantity. 

At  the  end  of  the  tour,  you  are 
free  to  browse  among  the  exhibits  at 
your  leisure.  You  can  see  a  plaster 
mold  (about  12  inches  across)  which 
the  reducing  machine  follows  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  master  die.  Steps  in  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  a  die  can  be  studied:  the  an¬ 
nealed  blank,  bright-dipped,  first 
blow,  third  blow  ,  and  sixth  blow'.  Af¬ 
ter  the  latter,  the  die  is  skinned  and 
knurled. 

A  number  of  medals  arc  exhibited. 


as  well  as  the  plaster  molds  of  the 
1951  nickel  and  the  1939  dollar.  You 
can  purchase  a  folder  showing,  in 
color,  scenes  of  mint  operations.  Too, 
the  folder  tells  you  that  the  mint  was 
built  in  1906  -  07  by  the  British  Gov¬ 
ernment  as  a  branch  of  the  Royal 
mint.  London.  In  1911,  a  refinery 
was  added  for  the  production  of  pure 
gold.  In  1931,  the  mint  was  taken 
over  by  the  Canadian  Government 
and  the  name  was  changed  to  Royal 
Canadian  Mint. 

A  reservation  is  necessary  to  visit 
the  mint,  hut  this  is  routine  and  your 
hotel  will  be  happy  to  make  it  for 
you.  And  if  the  opportunity  for  a  visit 
to  Canada  presents  itself,  he  assured 
that  Ottawa  is  a  city  that  has  many 
beautiful  and  interesting  sights  for 
the  numismatic  tourist.

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"FUDGING"  ON  SPANISH 
DOLLAR  WAS  FAILURE

In  the  early  days  of  this  country, 
specie  (hard  money  like  our  change 
today)  was  scarce.  The  British  gov¬ 
ernment  restricted  the  export  of  Eng¬ 
lish  coins  to  the  colonies.  However, 
some  English  and  other  foreign  coins 
found  their  way  to  America  through 
traders  coming  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  to  this  new  country,  hoping  to 
strike  it  rich. 

Spain,  unlike  England,  had  several 
mints  in  the  Americas  so  the  Spanish- 
milled  dollar,  also  called  8  reales,  be¬ 
came  the  standard  for  the  colonies’ 
“lawful  money.” 

As  late  as  1780  the  Continental 
Congress  had  printed  on  its  paper 
money,  "Redeemable  in  Spanish- 
milled  dollars.  ” 

Spain  had  a  large  mint  in  Mexico 
City  and  one  in  Colombia  to  make 
coins  from  the  large  gold  and  silver 
mines  her  explorers  had  discovered. 

Some  of  this  money  was  spent  in 
the  new  world  and  became  a  means 
of  exchange  to  the  colonies.  Most  of 
these  new  gold  and  silver  coins  were 
shipped  to  the  royal  family  in  Spain. 
The  volume  of  coin  production  was 
enormous  from  Spanish  mints  in  the 
early  1700’s 

One  fleet  of  eleven  ships,  called 
the  Platte  Fleet,  was  dashed  to  pieces 
in  1715  by  a  tropical  storm  off  the 
coast  of  Florida.  Two  years  ago  the 
location  of  their  sinking  was  discover¬ 
ed.  In  a  year  more  than  81  million  in 
gold  and  silver  was  uncovered  from 
the  ocean  floor  in  about  15  feet  of 
water. 

Old  records  in  Spain  show  the 
fleet  carried  about  $15  million  in 
newlv  minted  gold  and  silver  pieces. 
The  finders  believe  thev  will  be  able 


to  salvage  several  millions  of  dollars 
worth.  Since  most  gold  and  silver 
minted  in  the  Americas  was  shipped 
to  Spain,  the  colonies  were  desparate 
for  money.  Congress  allowed  the  se¬ 
parate  states  to  print  paper  money  to 
pay  for  supplies  to  carry  on  the  war 
with  England. 

The  states  overvalued  the  Spanish 
dollar  and  pound,  and  some  even 
doubled  the  value  to  keep  the  Spa¬ 
nish  dollar  and  pound  in  circulation. 
This  didn’t  work  as  was  hoped,  since 
the  money  would  not  buy  up  to  twice 
as  much.  Instead  all  goods  brought 
into  the  colonies  were  marked  up  to 
the  equivalent  of  the  going  value  of 
the  Spanish  dollar  and  pound.
